lake some 47 miles east from 
Yellowknife. It is 10 miles 
long and 6miles wide with a 
few islands scattered through- 
out. The water is very cold 
and deep, approximately 300 
feet insomeareas. The camp 
is surrounded by Birch and 
Spruce trees with a nice sandy 


beach. 


Our accommodations are as 
follows: Sleeping tents with 
bed andsleeping robes. These 
are the Safari-type tents. A 
large Cook tent, where you 
can do your own cooking with 
all utensils supplied. Boats 
and guides are available and 
‘fishing equipment can be pur- 
chased on request. 


Fishing is very good, being a 
virgin lake. Trout, Grayling, 
Northern Pike and Pickerel 
are plentiful . 


Our rates are $20.00 per per- 
son per day. This includes 
boats, guides and use of Cook 
tent. You will have to sup- 
ply your own foodandair fare 
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to and from the lodge. Air fare is from 45 cents per mile 
to $1.00 per mile, depending on how large an aircraft 
you will need to accommodate you. 


For people who are driving to Yellowknife, the road 
from Edmonton is very good, with hotels and motels for 
your convenience. The driving distance is?60 miles. You 
will also cross the mighty Mackenzie River by powered 
ferry. If you are flying into Yellowknife, there are paved 
runways from 4500 feet to 7500 feet long, with all modern 
facilities, operated by the Department of Transport. 
Pacific Western Airlines operate a scheduled, daily ser- 
vice to Yellowknife from Edmonton, with DC6 aircraft. 


We alsohave six charter flying companies in Yellowknife, 
who, we are proud to say, are very competent, and on 
request will take you fishing places you have always 
wanted to go. Tours can be arranged for "Char" fishing 
on the Arctic Coast rivers.
